short-term candidate for councilman 
properly placed on the ballots, Mr 
Oppenheimer was the lowest man on 
either ticket.

It-was a clean waste of the county 


funds to reprint the tickets of Bedford 
borough, in violation of the plain letter 
of the law, so as to give the voters of 
Bedford a chance to elect Herbert Op 
penheimer, a Republican councilman. 
The Bedford voters wouldn't have it 
that way and elected Jacob Bowser, a 
Democrat, to the place by 161 majority. 


The Republicans who believe in hon- 


esty and decency in politics as well BS 
in all other walks of life joined with 
the Democrats in the West ward of 
Bedford to help clean up the gang, 
and they did it pretty thoroughly. 
All citizens of the West ward can here- 
after vote without being subject to in- 
sults from bullies on or off the elec- 
tion board. 


Tbe Democratic nomination certifi- 


cate for the township of West St Clnir 
was mai'ed to the commissioners' office 
at Ryot P. O. on the morning of the 
31st of January, in time, so the post- 
mister there says, to reach the com- 
missioners' office in due course of miil 
that day, and this would have been in 
time to print the ticket under any 
construction of the law. ' It is claimed 
at the commissioners' office that the 
certificate did not reach the office until 
10 o'clock a m. on the first of February, 
and that on their construction of tre 
law that was ten hours too late and not 
IS days before the election day, and 
therefore they refused to have the Dem- 
ocratic ticket printed. 
These same 


strict constructionists of the law in the 
commissioners' office found on exami- 
nation of the Republican nomination 
certificate for Bedford borough that 
Norbart Oppenhe'm<ir had been certi- 
fied as nominated for councilman to fi 1 
a vacancy for one year 
The vacancy 


to be filled was for two years. Tbe 
tickets for the borough had been print 
ed, naming the term as named in nom- 
ination certificate one year, and the 
whole matter had passed beyond the 
authority of the commissioners, but 
when the Republicans began to clamor 
about the mistake in their ticket some 
one about the commissioners' office took 
the authority upon himself to order 
that the tickets for the borough of Bed- 
ford be reprinted, so as to suit Mr Op- 
penheimer and his R:publicau friends 
naming him as a candidate for council 
for a two year term. There is no law 
giving the commissioners authority to 
change a nomination certificate or to 
reprint the ticket after it has been 
printed as directed in the certificate 
filed within the time prescribed by law 
By an alleged delay in the mails and a 
doubtful construction of the law the 
Democratic voters of West St. Clair 
township were deprived of their right 
to have thair tick Jt printed on the offi 
cial ballot. On a clear violation of the 
lutcer-and aptrU of cue law the tickew* 
of Bedford borough were printed a 
second time so as to give one Republic- 
an a chance to be elected to office.

fest themselves on the Republican s'de 
of the chamber. In the face of the tes- 
timony of Governor Taft, and of the 
contentions of the R'publican senators, 
that the Filipinos are contented with 
tl]2 existing state of affairs, there has 
been received a petition from the Fed- 
eral party in the islands, signed by 
200 000 of the mire prominent eitiz^s, 
^questing that the islands be mide 
an int-gral part of the United States 
and given a territorial form of govern- 
ment. This, of course, is not at all in 
line with the Republican designs but 
it has produced considerable trt>etoD 
the more conservative members of the 
party, who are bpginnirjg to realize 
'hat their colonial policy is impracti- 
cal and that unless they accord thc> 
Filipinos territorial rights and hold 
ut to them the prospect of ultirnatt 
citizenship, they are likely to have a 
continuous insurrection on their hands 
5.nd one that will increase rather than 
timinish. With Senator Foraker urg- 
ing a reduction of 75 per cent of the 
DingUy tariff rates and Senator Mitch- 
•11 demanding a reduction of 50 per 
:enr., the outcome of the present bill 
is hari to predict, hut whatever the 
Republicans determine upon they have 
the strength to carry. A more serious 
'ontest will be precipitated, however, 
vb.en the Philippine government bill 
lomes up for consideration. 


It is something of a commentary on 


Republican diplomacy that, while the 
id ministration is endeavoring to estab 
lish cordial relations with the Filipinos 
iud inspire in them respect for Ameri- 
:an institutions,Governor Taft is testi- 
fying in Washington that they are "a 
'szy, indolent people incapable of per- 
foimirg jury duty" or determining 
questions of justice.

Sunday, February 


9, 1902, will go 
down in history as 
a day of death and 
destruction in the 


United States. The loss of life and 
property on that fatal Sunday was ap 
palling and the destructive agency was 
that insatiate and invulnerable foe of 
mankind, the fire fiend. A partial list 


of the most serious conflagrations that 
occurred on February 9, hastily glean- 
ed from the daily press, is as follows 


Paterson, N. J —Hundreds of families 


rendered homeless; thousands more de- 
prived of employment; many churchei 
public buildings and business houses 
burned; ona woman killed and several 
firemen injured; property loss, between 


eight »nd ten million dollars. 


St. Louis.—Hotel burned; eleven live 


lost; many persons injured. 


Philadelphia.—Church of the Cruci- 


fixion burned; stone works destroyed 
and minor fires. 


Jersey City.—Lehigh Valley wher. 


and boat? barned; loss, S500 000 


Sew York —Two children burned to 


death in their home. 


Brooklyn.—Great wagon plant d 


stroyed; loss, 3300,000; fourteen pe 


sons injured. 


Elberton, Ga.—Business part of the 


town destroyed; loss, 8100,000. 


Carnegie.—A block of houses burned 


loss, 825,000. 


Lebanon.—Methodist church burned 
Georgetown, Del.—Little girl burned 


to death. 


The above summary comprises an 


awful chapter in this country's history 
and stamps February 0 as a day of 
horror.

The D e m o c r a t i c 
senators were true 
to the teachiags of 
the f o u n d e r s of 
the party to which 


they belong when they presented E 
positive and affirmative policy for deal- 
ing with the Philippine question. They 
are in favor of eliminating all of the 
Philippine revenue bill after the enact- 
ing clause and of substituting the fol- 


lowing : 


"(1) That the United States relin- 


quish all claim to sovereignty over the 
Philippines, 'subject to the provisions 
Hereinafter set forth.' 


"(3) 
That from and after the passage 


of this act the Philippine islands shall 
be foreign territory, and all goods en- 
tering the United States therefrom 
shall be subject to the same duties, 
customs and imposts as are now or may 
be hereafter prescribed by law for 
goods entered from other foreign coun- 
tries; provided, that during the tempo- 
rary occupation of the islands all trade 
between them and the United States 
shall be free. 


"(3) That the United States shall 


continue to occupy the archipelago un- 
til the Filipinos have formed for them- 
selves a stable government, and until 
sufficient guarantees have been ob- 
tained for the performance of our 
treaty obligations with Spain, and for 
the safety of those inhabitants who 
have adhered to the United States. 


"(4) 
That as soon as these results 


have been accomplished, it is declared 
to be the purpose of the United States 
to withdraw from the Philippines and 
leave the government, control and sov- 
ereignty thereof to the 
inhabitants, 


retaining only such military, 
naval 


and coaling stations as may be desig- 
nated by the government of the United 
States." 


This is a fair and honorable plan for 


a settlement of this perplexing problem 
and we firmly believe that if all of the 
voters in the country had the courage 


of their convictions it would be en- 
dorsed by a large majority. 
As the 


Commoner says, "it puts our relations 
with the Filipinos upon a basis of fair- 
ness. 
It saves us from a policy which 


is rapidly undermining onr ideas of 
free government and free 
speech." 


Continuing, Mr. Bryan's paper says: 
"The Schurman incident illustrates 
what may be expected under militarism. 
The Republicans in the senate will find 
it difficult to justify their policy of tax- 
ation without representation and gov- 
ernment without the consent of the 
governed when so easy, so natural and 
so American a way as that presented 
by the Democrats is within reach."

The terrible calam- 
ity that belel Pat- 
erson, N. J., to- 
cussed attention 
upon similar 
dis- 


asters which have occurred in this 
country. O. C. Crosby, late president 
of the National Fire Protection associa- 
tion, has compiled an interesting list 


of great fires. In describing some of the 
most important conflagrations he says: 


The United States has a record of de- 


struction of property 
by fire not 


equaled by any other country. The 
following ma; be enumerated: 


Savannah, Ga., in 1820, 463 buildings 


and $4,000,000 value destroyed. 


New York, in 1335, 530 buildings, 52 


acres burned over, and $15,000,000 of 
property destroyed; in 1845, 300 acres 
burned over, $7,500,000 value, 35 lives 
loat. 


Charlestown, Mass , in 1838, 1,158 


buildings. 


Pittsburg, in 1845, 100 buildings; 


31.000,000 property value. 


St. Louis, in 1849, 15 buildings; 83,- 


000,000 value; in 1831, 2,500 buildings 
destroyed. 


Philadelphia, in 1850, 400 buildings, 
San Francisco, in 1851, 2,500 build- 


ings and a number of lives lost; prop 
erty value, 810,000,000. 


Portland, Me., in 1866, over one-hall 


the city; 200 acres burned over and 
1,743 bnildings destroyed. 


Chicago, in 1871, known aa the "Greal 


Fire;" 2,124 acres nearly covered by 
buildings entirely burned over, in 
eluding 17,430 buildings; many lives 
were lost and property value of more 
than 8106,000,000 was destroyed. 


Boston, in 1872, 65 acres of mercantile 


section burned, including 776 build 
ings, nearly all of brick and stone eon 
struction; property value, 375,000,000 


In June, 1389, Seattle, Wash., was 


destroyed, the loss being §30,000,000 
Two 
months later Spokane Fall 


burned, the loss being 87,000,000. 


At Lynn, Mass., in November of tie 


same year, S5 000,000 worth of property 
was consumed. Within a few days flrp 
broke out in the dry goods district o 
Boston and property valued at 86,000, 
000 was burned 


In October, 1892, a fire at Milwaukei 


caused a loss of £6,000,000 


At Hoboken on June 30, 1900, the 


North German Lloyd piers and steam 
ships sustained a loss of 810,000,000 and 
200 lives were lost. 


Since Mr. Crosby's list was compiled 


the great fire at „acksonville, Fla., ha» 
occurred. 
Its date was May 3,jl901. 


The loss was estimated at $12,000,OOC 
and 1,300 houses were burned. 
Some 


lives were loat, but the number was 
not exactly known. 


October 25,1001, in Philadelphia, 1! 


persons were killed and about 8500,001 
damaje was done by a fire in Hunt 
Wilkinson & Co's furniture warehouse 
on Market street, near Wanamaker's 


store. 


In the fire at Waterbury, Conn.,Feb 


rnary 2 and 3 of this year, damage now 
estimated at 82,500,000 was done. 


In Baltimore, July 25, 1873, thegreal 


Clay street fire occurred. It burned on 
Clay and Saratoga streets and Park 
avenue. 
The fire destroyed two 


churches, 100 houses, large and small 
and property valued at over 8500,000. 


Across the line in Cinada a notable 


ceeBnt fire was that of April 20, 1900 
when loss estimated at 815,000,000 was 
caused at Ottawa. 
There was no de 


struetion of life.

THE ARREST OF STEPHEN. 
Acts 6 


1-15. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—"Fear not them which 


kill the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul." Matt. 10.23. 


Stephen had been appointed to look 


alter the temporal matters of the 
church, with six other men, 
full 


of the Holy Spirit and wisdom. The 
word of God increased and the number 
of the disciples multiplied in Jerusa- 
lem greatly and a great company of 
tbe priests were obedient to the faith. 
Stephen, full of faith and power, die 
great wonders and miracles among the 
people. 


Certain men of the synagogue dis- 


puted with Stephen, but were not able 
to resist the wisdom and the Spirit by 
which he spake. Then they procured 
men who swore falsely, "We have 
heard him speak blasphemous words 
against Moses and God." Then they 
arrested Stephen, who spoke in his de- 
fense, while his face shone like an 
angel's. His speech is here condensed: 


'Brethren and fathers, hearken The 


God of glory appeared unto our father 
Abraham and said, Get thee out of thy 
land and come into the land which I 
shall shew thee. Then lie came out 
and dwelt in Haran and God removed 
nim into this land where ye now dwell 
and promised that He would give it to 
him and to his seed, after they should 
sojourn in a strange land in bondage 
four hundred years. 
He gave him the 


covenant of circumcision; and so Abra- 
ham begat Isaac and circumcised him 
the eighth day; and Isaac begat Jacob 
and Jacob the twelve patriarchs.

HOMELESS W R E T C H E S 


Police Commlisloner Partridge's Policy- 


Shocking CarelensneM-Patent Button 


For the Police.

NEW YOBK, February 18 —The snow 


storm that swept down on us recently 
brought back vivid remembrance o 
the blizzard of 1888, which covered the 
whole land in a winding sheet of snow 
While not so terrible in its destruction 
nor so widespread in extent, it was 
enough to make us feel very uncom 
fortable and as peaceable citizens we 
wish to say that we have no desire t< 
make any further acquaintance with 
such 
uncanny 
and 
disrepntabl 


strangers. 
These winter storms, in 


spite of all our great charities, inflic 
untold misery upon our homeless poor 
Those who, in their country horn's 
sit around a comfortable ire and hear 
of the misery of all our large citie 
can hardly realize that we have her 
in the Greater New York nearly 30,000 
poor, miserable, homeless wretehe 
who find shelter as wild beasts d 
wherever they can escape the storm' 
fury. Only last week a case occurred 
which tells of the utter destitution o 
our poor. On Wednesday night, whil 
the biting blasts of the blizzird wer 
merciless a brutal father drove hi 
wife and three children into the stree 
and if they had not been discovered b 
a watchful policeman they would hav 
been frozen to death within an hour. 


A few years ago between 15,000 am 


20,000 poor, homeless wretches used t 
find shelter in the different station 
houses, but it was discovered at las 
that the place became so infested wit] 
vermin that if it 
was continue 


the police would be driven 
froi 


their stations. One of the most ter 
rible cases of suffering was 
whei 


these homeless wretches were driven 
into the street at 6 o'clock in the morn 
ing, to find shelter wherever the 
could from the freezing, biting storm. 


We often wonder as we read ou 


daily papers of the perpetration o 
awful crimes committed by those wh 
have no common bond with their fe' 
low-men. They are the Ishmaels o 
our race; their hand is against ever 
man and every man's hand is agains 
them. Just imagine the scene: two o 
three hundred outcasts of the viles 
character known to man have bee: 
sheltered for the night, only to b 
turned out in the darkness of nigh 
amid the peltings of the pitiless storm 
The room at the police station was on 
concentrated horror. 
The stench o 


pipes and persons poisoned the atraos 
phere and made even the storm swep 
streets preferable to the shelter afforc 
ed them by public charity. 
Ther 


were mothers with children clingin 
to their skirts, not knowing where 
mouthful of food could be had to sav 
them from starvation. 
What littl 


clothes they had were in tatters an 
so they wandered about in hopeles 
misery till the few dull streaks o 
light in the eastern sky told of th 
coming of one more miserable da 
that brought them nearer to the grave 
Since they have been driven from th 
shelter of the police stations heaven 
alone knows where they now find she! 
ter. 


Our new police commissioner, Colo 


nel Partridge, seems to be eminently 
qualified for the position which he ha 
been called upon to fill. His methoi 
at first does not seem severe. An offi 
cer guilty of some infraction of the 
law is warned very quietly and almos 
in a friendly way that there must b 
no repetition of his offense. 
But woe

The colored man used candles 
apparently without any support, but 
merely stuck them against tha wall 
and the slightest shock or even the 
natural burning down to the poinl 
where they stuck against the wal 
might have caused the explosion 
The whole being melted, the candle 
fell to the ground. Underneath tbe 
candle was a pile of paper, which im 
mediately caught fire, and, though 
exposed to great danger himself, a 
the peril of his life he endeavored ti 
extinguish the blaze. Then realizinj 
his own peril, he rushed out shortly 
before the explosion took place. Wha 
was that paper doing there ? It wa 
that groes and fatal carelessness tha 
involved the loss of life and fearfu 
injury to many more. One can bu 
faintly realize the ruin that thia ex 
plosion cansed until we examine thi 
extent of injury to the surroundlnj 
property.

every building suffered more or less 
That splendid building, the Murra. 
Hill hotel, had most of its glass shat 
tered and it's a perilous thought hoi 
it affected its foundation. The shod 
was like a terrible earthquake and th 
absolute loss to the surrounding prop 
erty can scarcely be computed at th 
present time. The injury was of sue 
a character as to seriously impair th 
value 
of all the buildings withi 


reach of the explosion. No man wi' 
willingly jaopardizi his life in a build 
ing of doubtful stability when he ca 
secure certain safety and comfort onl 
a few blacks away. This, I imagine 
will be the most serious question wit 
hotel property in the vicinity, and ma 
yet involve the city in the loss o 
millions of dollars in damages. Th 
question of liability will have to b 
decided by the courts. A few year 
ago the greatest damage that coul 
be secured for loss of life, either b 
railroad accident, steamboat explosio 
or other cause, was fixed atS5,000, an< 
strange as it may seem, there was n 
limit of damages named for injuries.

PATERSON'S INDUSTRIES. 


Manufactories In Neir Jeriey'a Flre-Swep 


City—Its Population. 


Becently Paterson, N. J., has sprun 


into unenviable fame as the headquai 
ters of American anarchists. It wa 
from that city that Gaetano Bresc 
who killed King Humbert, and othe 
dangerous members of the brothe 
hood went out. But the city's manu 
factnres form its real claim to distin 
tion. 


Paterson is about 16 miles from Ne 


York city. Its peculiar advantages f o 
manufacturing were recognized in th 
latter part of the eighteenth century 
when Alexander Hamilton and a num 
ber of his associates conceived the pr 
ject of erecting large industrial eats 
lishments in America A charter vri 
granted in 1791 creating the "Societ 
for Establishing Useful Manufacture 
William Paterson was then governo 
of New Jersey and the scene of th 
society's operations was named afte 
him. 


Not only was the conformation of th 


ground in Paterson and its vicinit 
well adapted to manufacturing purpo 
es, but the great falls of the Passa 
afforded a water scarcely equaled i 
any of the states in the eastern part 
the country. Several raceways wer 
constructed from the falls. 


Tbe society built a cotton mill an 


Paterson grew into a flourishing city 
This was soon followed by the locatio 
of iron works, and in a short time iro 
had gained the upper hand of cotton. 


The next important industry estal 


lished was that of silk. The origii 
ator of this industry was the la 
John Ryle, who had made Paterso 
hia home and who found there peculia 
facilities for the manufacture of te. 
tile factories. 
The excellent qualit 


of the water in the Passaic river a 
traded a class of manufacturers to Pa 
erson who could not be satisfied exce] 
in a place so bountifully 
anp 


with natural advantages. 
Thoma 


Rogers established the iron industr 
in Paterson and soon devoted himse 
to the manufacture of locomotive 
These were the seeds that were sow 
on a fertile soil; manufactures increas 
ed at a great rate. 


The silk industry in Paterson prc 


duces annually goods valued at man 
millions of dollars. The great Boger 
locomotive works have gone through 
period of depression, but have recent] 
fallen into the possession of new own 
ers. They employ 3,000 hands. An 
other important industry is the mak 
ing of linen thread, the annual prc 
duct of which is valued at ¥3,000,000 
There are three factories for the manu 
facture of hemp carpet, boiler an 
machine shops and several rollin 
mills.

Paterson by means of spurs. Ther 
are several electric street railways.

STOPS THE eoroH 


AND WORKS OFF THE COLD. 


ENGLAND AND JAPAN 


Enter Into in AJlUnoe To Maintain tk» 


Territorial Statu Quo ID the Orient. 
A cablegram from 
London, EDg, 


Febniiry 11, MJI: An imrortent par- 
ismentuy paper WH issued to-night 
[iving tbe termiof a practical alliance 
wtween Great Britain and Japan for 
the preservation of China and Korea. 
The paper eovera a despatch sent by 


iord Linidowne, the secretary of 


state for foreign affairs, January 30 
a the British minuter at lokio, Sir 
Gland M. MacDonald, and comprises 
a signed copy of the agreement. 


In explanation, the paper says the 


agreement may be regarded as an out- 
come of the events of the past two 
years. Throughout the Boxer troubles 
Great Britain and Japan had been in 
close and uninterrupted communica- 
tion and actuated by similar views. 


"We each desire," says Lord Lans- 


downe, "that the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the Chinese empire should 
be preserved and that there should be 
no disturbance of the territorial status 
quo, either in China or the adjoining 
regions." 


Tbe following are the terms of the 


agreement signed in London, January 
0: 
The governments of Great Britain and 


Japan, actuated solely by a desire to 
maintain the status quo and general 
peace in the extreme east, and being, 
moreover, especially interested in main- 
taining the independence and territo- 
rial Integrity of China and Korea, aid 
in securing equal opportunities in those 
countries for the commerce and indus- 
try of all nations, hereby agree as fol- 
lows :— 


Article 1. The high contracting par- 


ties, having mutually recognized the 
independence of China and Korea, de- 
clare themselves to be entirely unin- 
fluenced by any aggressive tendencies 
in either country. 
Having in view, 


however, their especial interests, ol 
which those of Great Britain relate 
principally to China, while Japan, in 
addition to the interests she possesses 
in China, is interested in a peculiar de- 
gree, politically, as well as commer- 
cially and industrially, in Korea, the 
signatories recognize that it will be 
admissible for either of them to take 
such measures as may be indispensable 
in order to safeguard those interests il 
these be threatened either by the ag- 
gressive action of any other power or 
by disturbances arising in China and 
Korea, necessitating the intervention 
of either of the contracting parties for 
the protection of tbe lives and property 
of its subjects. 


Article II. If either Great Britain 


or Japan, in defense of their respect- 
ive interests, as above 
described, 


should become involved in a war with 
another power, the other contracting 
party will maintain strict neutrality 
and use its efforts to prevent other 
powers from joining in the hostilities 
against its ally. 


Article III. If, in the above event, 


any other power o powers should join 
in hostilities against that ally, the 
other contracting party will come to 
its assistance and will conduct war in 
common and make peace in mutual 
agreement with it. 


Article IV. The contracting parties 


agree that neither of them will, with- 
out consulting the other, enter into 
separate arrangements with another 
power to the prejudice of the interests 
above described. 


Article V. Whenever, in the opin- 


ion of either Great Britain or Japan, 
the above mentioned interests are jeop- 
ardized the two governments will 
communicate with one another fully 
and frankly. 


Article VI, Provides that the agree- 


ment come into effect immediately, re- 
main in force for five years and be bind- 
ing for a year after either party de- 
nounces it. But if, when the date fixed 
for the expiration of tbe agreement ar- 
rives, either party thereto is actually 
engaged in war the alliance shall, ipso 
facto, continue until peace is concluded. 


The agreement is signed by Lord

sort of magiciau and that he showed 
farmers with bis divinius rod where to 
dig wells. 


The people of what was then a fron- 


tier country assembled oace a year in 
their respective communities aod held 
camp meetings. 
On one of these reli- 


gious occasions Bill followed the crowd 
with his bag of reptiles. The minister. 
an old man whose face was like that of 
a patriarch, told the story in a sermon 
of Moses liftiLg up tbe brazen serpeut 
in tbe camp of Israel under tbe com 
rnaod of Jehovah. The Missouri farm- 
er who used to entertain travelers with 
the recital snid thnt the congregation 
was not particularly moved by tbe ap- 
peal, but after its delivery Bill Scrog- 
gins got up and announced that be had 
a bag of real, crawling, hissing reptiles 
which he would exhibit after dinner 
.just outside the camp ground, and he 
claimed that he would show tbe people 
some snake tricks which would beat 
the Mosaic story they had just heard. 


ID spite of the protest of tbe minister 


the people turned out to tbe live snake 
show, and Bill gave them an exhibition 
nvhich was a great success. 
It is said. 


or it used to be &aui. that there wasn't 
a snake ti ck which Bill Scrogzins' 
serpents didn't (in 
When the exhibi- 


tion was over. B II told the people that 
be was a sort of Missionary himself in 
connection with \n< business of locat- 
ing wells and thai lie would call on 
each member in the evening and advise 
•with them as to their spiritual and 
•worldly wants. 


When he called, his first question 


•was. "Have you got a well?" 
If the 


reply was in the negative, and wells 
•were scarce. Bill informed the member 
that he must have one located, and 
then he opened his bag of snakes and 
as they began crawling Bill lifted up 
his voice and called tbe people to re- 
pentance, 
lie tolil thetn the snakes 


would do no barm if they tthe people) 
would give him the job of locating 
wells. 


It was a tax on human belief, but 


the Missourian who told the story 
vouched for the truth of his assertion 
that the people gave Bill more orders 
than h° could (ill in one season and 
tbr.t he broke up th? camp meeting. 
He was the Brst heretic in tbe west, 
although the word was unknown in 
that country then. He became famous 
and was in demand. Wherever he trav- 
eled he bad his tag of trained snakes. 
and he waxed fat and became inde- 
pendent. 


Whenever there was any doubt about 


the success of any movement tbe word 
was passed that Rev. Bill Scroggins 
should be summoned. 
. People in that section believed in 
ghosts, as many more enlightened peo- 
ple believe in them in this day. 
There 


was one ghost which had don? a lively 
business along the highway between 
the county seat and a river known to 
this day as Bear creek 
It was the 


custom of this ghost to chase belated 
horsemen over the highway until t 
ford at Bear creek wns rent-tied. There 
tbe chase stopped. The ghost never 
crossed the stream. 


When the fame of Rev. Bill Scrog- 


gins bad spread abroad, it was sug- 
gested that he travel over tbe Bear 
creek road and try his hand on the 
spirit 
Bill accepted the call. 
lie 


made a number of journeys before tbe 
ghost materialized, and there were 
people who began doubting the exist' 
ence of the ghost, while others cited 
Rev. Bill as one who could overcome 
anything, and by that token he had 
made the ghost take to tbe woods.

It was so terribly padded that Gover- 
nor Hastings vetoed it and Saylor has 
been crying ever since.—Clearfleld Re- 
publican.

Then the nomination was con- 


firmed without division, showing there 
were no senators so earnest in oppo- 
sition as to call for a record vote. The 
debate did not go to the merits or de- 
merits of Mr. Knox, but was con- 
fined to the proposition for further 
delay in order that his outside oppo- 
nents might present fresh evidence as 
to his alleged sympathy or alliance 
with trusts. In this matter Mr. Knox 
has merely suffered, and that only to a 
very limited extent, by the position of 
his party and administration, under 
both McKinley and Roosevelt. There 
Is no doubt the law of 1890 expressed 
Hepublican antagonism to trusts a few 
years ago. 
It was used as an elec- 


tioneering argument to show the anti- 
trust stand of that party. For a time 
it had considerable effect in holding 
to party allegiance the anti-trust ele- 
ment; but that soou became useless 
The trusts to a very great extent ab- 
sorbed the Republican party and the 
law of 1890 was shelved. Pretense that 
it indicated Republican policy was 
abandoned, and the Republicans be- 
came an ally of the trusts and depend- 
ed on them for material aid in carry- 
ing elections. The whole thing makes 
a comic episode in our recent politica 
history, but one that is tainted with 
bad faith and betrayal of public in- 
terests.— Pittsburg .'ost
